MARRIAGES. 


The number of®Marriages registered in Saorstat KEireann during the fourth 
quarter of 1925 was<2,975, equivalent to an annual rate of 3-8 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, this rate being 0-3 below that for the corresponding quarter of, 
1924, and 0-3 below the average for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1916-25.

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


Birtus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dun Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the thirteen weeks ended 
Saturday, 3rd April, 1926, was 2,862—1,471 boys and 1,391 girls—being equal to 
an annual rate of 25-8 in every 1,000 of the population.

DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (188) referred to localities outside the Dublin 
Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,788, were equivalent to an 
annual rate of 16-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, the average rate for the 
corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 21:9. The total number of 
. deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 1,976— 
1,003 males aud 973 females—affording an annual ratio of 17-8 in every 1,000 of the 
estimated population, as compared with 23-5 per 1,000 for the first quarter of the 
ten years, 1916-1925. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the City of Dublin was 1,384, equivalent 
to a rate of 16-3 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 404, being equal 
to an annual death rate of 15-6 in every 1,000. ;

Meteorology. & 


AcEs.—Of the 1,788 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin Registration 
Area registered during the quarter, 479 were under five years of age, including 310 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 116 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 42-1 in every 1,000 children at that age, the deaths of persons 
between the age of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 2-9 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period ; those between the age of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4-2 per 1,000, the total number under 25 yeats being equal to an annual 
mortality of 11-8 per 1,000 of the population at that age period ; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 6-0 ; for those between 45 and 65 it was 26-5 ; among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 61:5, and among those aged 75 and upwards the 
annual death-rate was 144-5 per 1,000. ‘The deaths of 14 persons (4 males and 10 
females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered.

he mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 2-1 ; 
at Pearrount Sanatorium,* 2-1; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 1:8; at Greenwich, 1-7; at 
Glasgow, 1-1; and at Edinburgh, 2-2. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 6-06 inches; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 5-22* inches ; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 12-95 inches ; at 
Greenwich, it was 4:49 inches; at Glasgow, 11-57 inches, and at Edinburgh, 7.29 
inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


JANUARY. 


January was mild on the whole and very wet. The highest temperatures 
ovcurred in most districts around about the 10th. On the 13th a short spell of cold 
weather commenced, which lasted about a week ; at Cahirciveen (Kerry) the day 
maximum on the 13th, viz., 42°F was 16°F lower than on the previous day. During 
the next few days, low day maxima and night minma accompanied by ground 
frosts were prevalent. Snow fell widely, and, owing to the persistence of the frosty 
weather lay on the ground in places for some days. The cold spell was, however, less 
severe than it was in England. ‘The remainder of the month was mild and unsettled 
with frequent rain and high winds. Sunshine totals were generally about normal.

6 Meteorology. 


FEBRUARY. 


Very mild and dull weather prevailed with little intermission during the month. 
The last week of the month was especially dull and mild, the excess of the weekly 
mean temperature above the normal averaging about 8°F. 


‘The first week of the month was the wettest generally ; the second week the 
driest. High winds occurred frequently during the month but gales were infrequent. 
Sunshine totals were decidedly deficient. 


MARCH. 


March was on the whole, mild, though not so mild as February. ‘Temporary 
falls in tempet ature, with snow, hail or sleet showers in places occurred about the 4th 
and again during a spell of easterly winds between the 16th and the 26th. The 
highest temperatures occurred in some districts on the 8th and in others on the 14th 
during a spell of anticyclonic weather. High winds reaching gale force locally 
occurred frequently during the first fortnight. 


The outstanding feature of the weather of March, however, was its dryness ; 
in several districts less than half the normal amount of precipitation was recorded. 
At Gorey (Wexford) and Hacket’stown (Carlow) the month’s precipitation am ounted 
to about one quarter the normal. 


Although sunshine totals were decidedly deficient, there were many fair intervals 
during the last two weeks of the month.

Drogheda, 16-0 ; Cork, 17-8; Waterford, 18-4 ; and Limerick, 18-7. 

‘She annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseasest 
in the 12 districts was 1-0 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
Wexford to 5-7 in Waterford, the 126 deaths from all causes for that district includ- 
ing 31 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, and 6 from diarrhoea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years.

28 Births and Deaths 1n Urban Districts. 


PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-40 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area, it was 1-30 per 1,000 (the 
rate for Dublin City being 1-45 per 1,000), and for the remaining eleven town districts 
collectively it was 1-58. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BirtTHS.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Din Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the thirteen weeks ended 
Saturday, 3rd July, 1926, was 3,149—1,600 boys and 1,549 girls—being equal to 
an annual rate of 28-4 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The births recorded for the City numbered 2,333, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27-5 in every 1,000 of the population; and for the urban districts named 
above, 558, equal to an annual rate of 21-5 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 258 in 
institutions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,891, affording 
an annual rate of 26-1 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (178) referred to localities outside the Dublin 
Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,542, were equivalent to an 
annual rate of 13-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population, the average rate for the 
corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 17-8. ‘The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registiation Area during the quarter was 1,720— 
873 males and 847 females—affording an annual ratio of 15-5 in every 1,000 of the 
estimated population, as compared with 19-5 per 1,000 for the second quarter of the 
ten years, 1916-1925. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the City of Dublin was 1,196, equivalent 
to a rate of 14-1 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 346, being equal 
to an annual death rate of 13-3 in every 1,000. 

The following statement shows the number of deaths from some of the principal 
causes recorded for the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter (13 weeks) 
ended 3rd July, 1926, as compared with the average for the second quarter of the 
five years, 1921-25.

From Table III., page 36, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the 
mortality from the principal epidemic diseases} in the Dublin Registration Area was 
0-7 per 1,000, that in the City it was 0-8, and in the Urban Districts, 0-3, the rates 
for the several districts varying from 0-0 in Blackrock Urban District to 1-2 in 
North City No. 1 West District, the 171 deaths from all causes for that district in- 
cluding 5 from measles, one from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, and 5 from diarrhoea 
and enteritis of children under 2 years.

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AGES.—Of the 1,542 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin Registration 
Area registered during the quarter, 363 were under five years of age, including 232 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 80 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 31-9 in every 1,000 children of that age, the deaths of persons 
between the age of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 2-9 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period ; those between the age of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4:0 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 9-5 per 1,000 of the population at that age period ; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 6-3 ; for those between 45 and 65 it was 23-7 ; among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 49-6, and among those aged 75 and upwards the 
annual death-rate was 123-9 per 1,000. The deaths of 10 persons (3 males and 7 
females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


PuBLic INSTITUTIONS.—Of the 1,542 deaths recorded during the quarter, 631, 
or 40-9 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 431 in the various hospitals, 
prisons, and lunatic asylums, 194 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 6 (those of 
persons admitted from within the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 3rd July, 1926, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 18-5 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth rate 
was 24-9 per 1,000 and in Edinburgh 19-8 per 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent to 
an annual rate of mortality of 11-1 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow 
the death-rate was 15-3 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh the 
annual rate was 13-1 per 1,000. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for thirteen weeks ended 3rd July, 1926, deduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 50-4°; at Peamount Sanatorium it was 49-1°; at Cork 
(Roche’s Point) it was 52-0° ; at Greenwich, 54-3° ; at Glasgow, 51:5° ; and at Edin- 
burgh, 49-5°. 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 6-0 ; 
at Peamount Sanatorium, 4:3; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 6-6; at Greenwich, 4:9; at 
Glasgow, 5-2; and at Edinburgh, 5:5. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 7-12 inches ; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 7-06 inches; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 5-71 inches ; 
at Greenwich, it was 8-84 inches; at Glasgow, 7:54 inches, and at Edinburgh, 7-71 
inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


APRIL. 


The first six days of April were fine and warm. The maximum temperature for 
the month occurred generally on the 4th or 5th; the maximum temperature at 
Dublin (Phcenix Park) was 65°F. on each of these days. From the 10th to the 17th, 
temperature was on the whole normal, but the weather was rather unsettled ; heavy 
rain was experienced generally on the 14th. From the 17th to the 24th the weather 
was cool and unsettled with frequent rain and some hail showers. From the 25th to 
the end of the month the weather was generally variable with moderate temperature. 
On the 27th a maximum temperature of 67°F. was recorded at Killarney. 
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MAY. 


May was cool and unsettled with a good deal of cloud. Heavy rain was ex- 
perienced generally on the Ist. During the next two or three days easterly or northerly 
winds with fair weather were prevalent. From the 6th to the 20th the weather was 
very cool and unsettled, but with some bright periods ; during this time the tempera- 
ture did not on any occasion reach 60°F. at Dublin; the 14th, 15th, and 16th were 
particularly cold with minimum temperatures round freezing point and ground frosts. 
During the remainder of the month temperature was generally above normal and 
a maximum temperature of 68°F. was recorded at Mountmellick on the 22nd, and 
at Kilkenny on the 29th; the weather, however, continued generally unsettled 
with a good deal of rain and cloud. 


JUNE. 


The first two weeks were cool and unsettled, but with one or two fine days when 
ten or more hours of bright sunshine were recorded. The first three nights were 
particularly cold with minimum temperatures round 40°F. ‘Ihe period from the 6th 
to the 12th was rainy and heavy falls were experienced generally on the 9th. The 
latter part of the month was fair and generally warm; maximum temperatures of 
over 70°F. were recorded generally on the 20th and 30th. ‘The last six days of the 
month were fine with little or no rainfall and a fair amount of sunshine.

During the quarter ended 30th September last, there were registered in Saorstat 
Fireann, comprising 648 Registrar’s Districts, 15,567 Births, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 21-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 8,721 Deaths, affording 
an annual rate of 11-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population in the middle of 1926, 


‘viz., 2,970,000 persons. It should be borne in mind that the information regarding 


Births and Deaths registered during the quarter contained in this Report is un- 
revised. ‘The Annual Report for 1926 will supply the revised figures. 

- Jn Northern Ireland, for the quarter, the Births registered were equal to an 
annual rate of 22-6 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales, to 17-8 per 
1,000, and in Scotland to 20-1 per 1,000. 

In the same period the Deaths registered in Northern Treland were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 12-0 per 1,000 of the population, in England and W ales to 9:3 
per 1,000, and in Scotland to 10-4 per 1,000. 
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MARRIAGES. 


The number of Marriages registered in Saorstat Hireann during the second quarter 
of 1926, was 3,276, equivalent to an annual rate of 4:4 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, this rate being equal to that for the corresponding quarter of 1925, 
and 0-4 below the average for the second quarter of the preceding ten years. Of the 
total number of marriages 3,054 (or 4.6 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic 
population) were those of Roman Catholics, and 222 related to persons belonging 
to all other denominations, representing 2-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population 
other than Roman Catholics. The Marriage rate among Roman Catholics is 0-3 below, 
and that relating to all other denominations is 1-4 below, the average for the second 
quarter of the ten years 1916-25. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered (15,567) during the quarter ended 30th September last 
8,061 were boys and 7,506 girls, the total being equivalent to an annual rate of 21-0 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. ‘This rate is 0°6 above the average for the 
third quarter of the preceding ten years, and 0-5 below that for the third quarter 
of 1925. 


DEATHS. 


The Deaths registered during the quarter, numbered 8,721, of which 4,384 were 
of males and 4,337 of females, and are equivalent to an annual rate of 11-7 per 1,000 
of the population, being 0-7 below the average for the third quarter of the preceding 
decennium, and 0°5 below the rate for the third quarter of the year 1925. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The following statement gives particulars regarding Deaths registered in Saorstat 
Eireann from the undermentioned causes for the third quarter of 1926, and for each 
of the eight preceding quarters, also averages for the third quarter of the five years, 
1921-25. . 
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AGES AT DEATH. 


Of the 8,721 deaths registered during the quarter, 1,121, or 12-9 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age; and 3,421, or 39-2 per cent., were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. The number of deaths of infants was equivalent to: 


72 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 64, 79, and 64, for the three pre- 
ceding quarters. 
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INQUESTS. 


_ There were 234. Inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this 
number being equal to one in every 37 of the total deaths registered. 


DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Of the 8,721 deaths registered, 2,201, or 25-2 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions. 


UNCERTIFIED DEATHS. 


The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 2,136, or 24-5 per cent., of 
the 8,721 deaths registered during the quarter were uncertified, there having been 
no medical attendant during the last illness. 


VACCINATION, 


_As returned by the Registrars, the number of Successful Primary Vaccinations 
during the quarter ended 30th September last was 17,110.

Table II., page 57, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. This 
table also includes a summary of 12 principal town districts, derived from Table I. 
of the Weekly Returns. It will be observed from Table II. that the birth-rate 
relating to the quarter under review for the entire urban districts, which contain 
29 per cent. of the population of Saorstat Eireann, was 24-8 per 1,000 of the 
population, and that the birth-rate for the remainder of Saorstat Hireann was 19-4 
per 1,000. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas, during the quarter, was 12-8 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of Saorstat Kireann the corresponding rate was 11-3 per 1,000. 

The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseasest recorded during 
the quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 1-9 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death rate from these diseases for the remainder of Saorstat 
- Bireann being 0-4 per 1,000 of the population. 


TWELVE PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in ‘Table II., the annual rate represented by the deaths from all 
causes during last quarter recorded for the Dublin Registration area and eleven of 
the principal urban areas of Saorstat Kireann* was 14-0 per 1,000 of the population, 
the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in order from the 
lowest to the highest: Sligo, 8-7; Dundalk, 10-0; Tralee, 10-2 ; Clonmel, 11-6; 
Waterford, 13-2: Galway, 13-2; Dublin Registration Area, 13-6; Wexford, 14:2 ; 
Drogheda, 14:8; Kilkenny, 15-1; Limerick, 15-5; and Core Uva, 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseasesf 
in the 12 districts was 2-3 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
Sligo to 4:0 in Cork, the 339 deaths from all causes for that district includ- 
ing 37 from measles, one from scarlet fever, 9 from whooping cough, 3 from 
diphtheria, and 28 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years.

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PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-15 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area, it was 0-92 per 1,000 (the 
rate for Dublin City being 1-00 per 1,000), and for the remaining eleven town districts 
collectively it was 1-56. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


Birtus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dtin Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the thirteen: weeks ended 
Saturday, 2nd October, 1926, was 2,980—1,558 boys and 1,422 girls—being equal 
to an annual rate of 28-4 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The births recorded for the City numbered 2,289, equivalent to an annual! 
rate of 28-9 in every 1,000 of the population; and for the urban districts named 
above, 484, equal to an annual rate of 18-9 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 207 in 
institutions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,773, affording 
an annual rate of 26-5 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (181) referred to localities outside the Dublin 
Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,426, were equivalent to an 
annual rate of 13-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, the average rate for the 
corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 14:8. ‘The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 1,607— 
825 males and 782 females—affording an annual ratio of 15-3 in every 1,000 of the 
estimated population, as compared with 16-2 per 1,000 for the third quarter of the 
ten years, 1916-1925. . 


The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the City of Dublin was 1,138, equivalent 
to a rate of 14-4 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 288, being equal 
to an annual death rate of 11-2 in every 1,000. 


The following statement shows the number of deaths from some of the principal 
causes recorded for the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter (13 weeks) 
ended 2nd October, 1926, as compared with the average for the third quarter of the 
five years, 1921-25. |

From Table III., page 60, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the 
mortality from the principal epidemic diseases} in the Dublin Registration Area was 
2:3 per 1,000, that in the City it was 2-6, and in the Urban Districts, 1-2.

AcES.—Of the 1,426 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin Registration 
Area registered during the quarter, 484 were under five years of age, including 37] 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 134 per 1,000 births 
registered. ‘The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 44-9 in every 1,000 children of that age, the deaths of persons 
between the age of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 2-5 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period ; those between the age of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 3:2 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 11-8 per 1,000 of the population at that age period : for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 4-9 ; for/those between 45 and 65 it was 21-9: among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 42-7, and among those aged 75 and upwards the 
annual death-rate was 94-4 per 1,000. The deaths of 6 persons (2 males and 4 


females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pusiic InstiruTIons.—Of the 1,426 deaths recorded during the quarter, 607 
or 42-6 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 442 in the various hospitals, 
prisons, and lunatic asylums, 160 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 5 (those of 
ae admitted from within the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union 

orkhouse. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


_During the thirteen weeks ended 2nd October, 1926, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 17-3 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth rate 
was 22-1 per 1,000 and in Edinburgh 18-1 per 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent to 
an annual rate of mortality of 8-8 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow 
the death-rate was 11-5 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh the 
annual rate was 10-7 per 1,000. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for thirteen weeks ended 2nd October, 1926, deduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 59:3°; at Peamount Sanatorium it was 57-4°; at Cork 
(Roche’s Point) it was 60-2° ; at Greenwich, 63-2° ; at Glasgow, 58:2°; and at Edin- 
burgh, 57-8°. 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 5-2 ; 
at Peamount Sanatorium, 4:5; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 4-2; at Greenwich, 5-5; at 
Glasgow, 4:5; and at Edinburgh, 5-5. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 6-34 inches; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 6-95 inches; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 6-38 inches ; 
at Greenwich, it was 6-57 inches ; at Glasgow, 10-41 inches, and at Edinburgh, 9-44 
inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


JULY. 


Warm variable weather, with short spells of unsettled thundery weather from about 
the 5th to the 13th and from the 18th to the 25th, prevailed during July. Severe 
thunder-storms occurred widely on the 18th, and were accompanied locally by heavy 
falls of rain or hail. In Dublin (City) half the month’s total rainfall was accounted for 
on the 18th, while at Birr 46 per cent of the month’s total fell on the same date. 
Monthly rainfall totals showed considerable variations. In many districts the heavy 
local falls on the 18th resulted in an excess over the average for the month. Other 
districts experienced a deficiency of rain; for example, at Cahirciveen (Kerry), 
where only half the average for July was recorded. Sunshine aggregates were 
moderate. 
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AUGUST. 


August, 1926, was changeable, showery and warm, with a period ot rather un- 
settled weather from about the 5th to the 19th, and on the average about fifteen days 
with rainfall amounts of 1 mm. or more. Thunderstorms occurred in several dis- 
tricts on one or two days. The total precipitation for the month was below the 
average in nearly all districts. Good sunshine records were obtained in several 
districts about the beginning of the third week of the month. Sunshine aggregates 
for the month were above normal generally in the eastern districts and below normal 
in the western districts. 


SEPTEMBER, 


The month opened with fair quiet weather, but on the 4th an unsettled westerly 
type of weather, with some moderately heavy local falls of rain on the 8th and 
between the 17th and 19th, set in, and persisted until about the 20th, when an 
improvement took place, the remainder of the month being mainly fine and dry 
but cooler. Although rain fell on an average on half of the number of days of the 
month, the amounts measured were generally small and in all districts monthly 
totals were well below normal, particularly in the south-eastern districts. The 
warmest period in most distiicis eateided trom the 16ti: to the 19th, but the highest 
day temperatures were considerably below those experienced in England, where a 
maximum temperature of 90°F. was recorded in London (Camden Square) on the 
19th. Sunshine aggregates were below normal in all districts. Thunder was reported 
in Dublin, or in the neighbourhood of Dublin, on the 19th and 23rd. 3

During the quarter ended 3Ilst Decemker last, there were registered in Saorstat 
Fireann, comprising 648 Registrar’s Districts, 14,479 Births, equivalent to an annual 
tate of 19-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 10,498 Deaths, affording 
an annual rate of 14-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population in the middle of 1926, 
viz., 2,970,000 persons. It should be borne in mind that the information regarding 
Births and Deaths registered during the quarter contained in this Report is un- 
revised. ‘he Annual Report for 1926 will supply the revised figures. 

In Northern Ireland, for the quarter, the Births registered were equal to an 
annual rate of 21-0 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales, to 16-7 per 
1,000, and in Scotland to 19-8 per 1,000. 122 

In the same period the Deaths registered in Northern Ireland were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 14-5 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 12-1 
per 1,060, and in Scotland to 12-9 per 1,000. 
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MARRIAGES. 


‘The number of Marriages registered in Saorstat Kireann during the third quarter — 
of 1926, was 3,542, equivalent to an annual rate of 4-8 per 1,000 of the estimated » 
population, this rate being 0.2 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1925, 
and 0-4 below the average for the third quarter of the preceding ten years. Of the 
total number of marriages 3,232 (or 4.9 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic 
population) were those of Roman Catholics, and 310 related to persons belonging 
to all other denominations, representing 4:0 per 1,000 of the estimated population 
other than Roman Catholics. ‘The Marriage rate among Roman Catholics is 0-1 below, 
and that relating to all other denominations is 0-8 below, the average for the third 
quarter of the ten years 1916-25. 


BUR Ee, 


Of the Births registered (14,479) during the quarter ended 3lst December last 
7,391 were boys and 7,088 girls, the total being equivalent to an annual rate of 19-5 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. This rate is 0'7 above the average for the 
tourth quarter of the preceding ten years, and 0-3 above that for the fourth quarter 
of 1925. 


DEATHS. 


The Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 10,498, of which 5,265 were 
of males and 5,233 of females, and are equivalent to an annual rate of 14:1 per 1,000 
of the population, being 0-5 below the average for the fourth quarter of the precedin 
decennium, and 0°9 above the rate for the fourth quarter of the year 1925. ; 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The following statement gives particulars regarding Deaths registered in Saorstat 
feireann from the undermentioned causes for the fourth quarter of 1926, and for each 
of the eight preceding quarters, also averages for the fourth quarter of the five years, - 
1921-25. 
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AGES AT DEATH. 


Of the 10,498 deaths registered during the quarter, 1,121, or 10-7 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age; and 4,566, or 43-5 per cent., were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. The number of deaths of infants was equivalent to 


77 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 79, 64, and 72, for the three pre- 
ceding quarters. 
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INQUESTS. 


There were 159 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this 
number being equal to one in every 66 of the total deaths registered. 


DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


' Of the 10,498 deaths registered, 2,758, or 26-3 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions. 


UNCERTIFIED DEATHS. 


The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 2,685, or 25-6 per cent , of 
the 10,498 deaths registered during the quarter were uncertified, there having been 
no medical attendant during the last illness. 


VACCINATION, 


_As returned by the Registrars, the number of Successful Primary Vaccinations 
during the quarter ended 3lst December last was 9,448.

Table II., page 81, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. This 
table also includes a summary of 12 principal town districts, derived from Table I. 
of the Weekly Returns. It will be observed from Table II. that the birth-rate 
relating to the quarter under review for the entire urban districts, which contain 
29 per cent. of the population of Saorstat Hireann, was 22-1 per 1,000 of the 
population, and that the birth-rate for the remainder of Saorstat Eireann was 18-4 
per 1,000. , 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas, during the quarter, was 15-3 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of Saorstat Eireann the corresponding rate was 13-7 per 1,000. 

The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseasest recorded during 
the quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 1-4 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death rate from these diseases for the remainder of Saorstat 
Hireann being 0:4 per 1,000 of the population. : 


TWELVE PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in ‘Table II., the annual rate represented by the deaths from all 
causes during last quarter recorded for the Dublin Registration area and eleven of 
the principal urban areas of Saorstat Hireann* was 16-1 per 1,000 of the population, 


the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in order from the 


lowest to the highest : Dundalk, 9-7; Clonmel, 10-2; Sligo, 11-5 ; Wexford, 11:8 ; 
Galway, 14:1; Kilkenny, 14:7; Dublin Registration Area, 15-8 ; Waterford, 15-9 ; 
Tralee, 16-3; Drogheda, 17:0; Cork, 19-6; and Limerick, 20-3. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases 
in the 12 districts was 1-5 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
Clonmel to 3-8 in Cork, the 385 deaths from all causes for that district inciud- 
ing one from enteric fever 38 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 2 trom 
whooping cough, 11 from diphtheria, and 19 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children 


under 2 years. det.

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PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—T'he annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-22 per 1,000 of the 
population ; for the Dublin Registration Area, it was 1:17 per 1,000 (the 
rate for Dublin City being 1-26 per 1,600), and for the remaining eleven town districts 
collectively it was 1-31. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BirtTHs.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dtin Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the thirteen weeks ended 
Saturday, Ist January, 1927, was 2,779—1,417 boys and 1,362 girls—being equal 
to an annual rate of 26-5 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The births recorded for the City numbered 2,092, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 26-4 in every 1,000 of the population ; and for the urban districts named 
above, 481, equal to an annual rate of 18-7 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 206 in 
institutions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,573, affording 
an annual rate of 24:6 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (178) referred to localities outside the Dublin 
Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,653, were equivalent to an 
annual rate of 15-8 per 1,000 of the population, the average rate for the 
corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 18-3. The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registiation Area during the quarter was 1,831— 
877 males and 954. females—affording an annual ratio of 17-5 in every 1,000 of the 
population, as compared with 19-7 per 1,000 for the fourth quarter of the ten years, 
1916-1925. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the City of Dublin was 1,281, equivalent 
to a rate of 16-2 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 372, being equal 
to an annual death rate of 14-5 in every 1,000. 


The following statement shows the number of deaths from some of the principal 
causes recorded for the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter (13 weeks) 
ended Ist January, 1927, as compared with the average for the fourth yuarter of the 
five years, 1921-25.

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AcES.—Of the 1,653 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin’ Registration 
Area registered during the quarter, 431 were under five years of age, including 328 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 127 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 40-0 in every 1,000 children of that age, the deaths of persons 
between the age of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 2:6 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period ;_ those between the age of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
tate of 3-3 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 10-9 per 1,000 of the population at that age period ; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 6-3 ; for those between 45 and 65 it was 27-0 ; among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 54-9, and among those aged 75 and upwards the 
annual death-rate was 158-9 per 1,000.

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


_During the thirteen weeks ended Ist January, 1927, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 16-7 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth rate 
was 21-9 per 1,000 and in Edinburgh 17-3 per 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent to 
an annual rate of mortality of 12-4 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow 
the death-rate was 14-5 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh the 
annual rate was 14-0 per 1,000. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the thirteen weeks ended Ist January, 1927, deduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned irom the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 42-6°; at Peamount Sanatorium it was 40-8°: at Cork 
(Roche’s Point) it was 46-2°; at Greenwich, 44:0°; at Glasgow, 41-7°; and at Edin- 
burgh, 41-8°. 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 2:1 ; 
at Peamount Sanatorium, 2-2; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 2-2; at Greenwich, 1:5; at 
Glasgow, 1:6; and at Edinburgh, 2-6. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 7-48 inches; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 6-97 inches; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 7-36 inches ; 


at Greenwich, it was 7-73 inches ; at Glasgow, 11-87 inches, and at Edinburgh, 6-43 
inches.

Table 1, page 98, gives separate information for the urban districts. This table 
also includes a summary of 12 principal town districts, derived from ‘Table I of the 
Weekly Returns. It will be observed that the rate represented by the number of 
births recorded for the entire urban districts during the year 1926 was 24-0 per 
1,000 of the population, and for the rural districts 19-2 per 1,000, the birth rate for 
Saorstat EHireann being 20-6 per 1,000. 

In the urban districts the death-rate from all causes was 14:7 per 1,000. In 
the remaining districts the death-rate was 13-8, the death-rate for all Saorstat 
Hireann being 14-0 per 1,000. 

For the principal epidemic diseases* in 1926, the rate in the urban districts was 
1-3 per 1,000, and in the rural districts 0-4 per 1,000, the rate for Saorstat Eireann 
as a whole being 0-7 per 1,000. 

The infant mortality rate for the urban districts, based on the births and deaths 
of infants under one year of age, recorded for the year 1926, as returned by the 
Registrars, was 106 per 1,000 births, the rate for the rural districts being 56 per 
1,000. In the whole of Saorstat Hireann the rate was equivalent to 73 per 1,000 
births registered 


TWELVE PRINCIPAL. TOWN DISTRICTS. 


MortTALiIty FROM ALI, CAUSES.—As shown in Table I. the rate, represented by 
the deaths from all causes registered during the year in the Dublin Registration 
Area and eleven of the principal urban areas of Saorstat Eireann (exclusive of 
deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 
15-5 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being 
as follows, ranging in order from the lowest to the highest :—Dundalk, 11-4 ; 
Clonmel, 11-8; Sligo, 11-9; Galway, 12:1; Tralee, 13-1; Wexford, 14:7; Kilkenny, 
14:8; Dublin, Registration Area, 15-3; Waterford, 15-6; Cork, 17-3; Drogheda, 
18-4; and Limerick, 18-7. 


PRINCIPAL EPIDEMIC Di1sEASES.—The annual rate represented by the deaths 
from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 12 districts was 1-5 per 1,000 of the 
population, the rates varying from 0-2 in Clonmel to 2-7 in Tralee, the 138 deaths 
from all causes for that district including 2 from enteric fever, 12 from measles, 4 
from scarlet fever, 3 from diptheria, and 7 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years. ‘The 1,359 deaths from all causes for Cork include 2 from enteric fever, 
1 from typhus, 75 from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 32 from whooping cough, 18 
from diphtheria and 53 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 


PULMONARY ‘T'UBERCULOSIS.—I'he rate represented by the deaths from pul- 
monary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-32 per 1,000 of the 
population; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1-21 per 1,000; and for 
the urban districts collectively (not including Dublin Registration Area), it was 1-52. 
The rate for Dublin City was 1-34 per 1,000.

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BIRTHS.—The number of births registered in the Dublin Registration Area 
during the year 1926 (52 weeks), was 11,770—6,046 boys and 5,724 girls—or 28-1 
per 1,000 of the population (according to the Census of 1926, Preliminary Report) of 
the Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin and the urban districts of 
Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and Dtin Laoghaire. The average 
rate for the preceding ten years was 26-4 per 1,000 of the mean population* of 
those years. 

Of the 11,770 births, 8,880 belonged to the city, aftording a rate of 28-1 per 
1,000 of the population, and 2,026 to the urban districts named above, 
equivalent to 19-7 per 1,000, and there were 864 births of infants whose mothers 
were admitted to institutions from localities outside the Registration Area. Allowing 
for the exclusion of the latter, the birth rate for the entire Area in 1926 was 26:0 
per 1,000 of the population. : 

Of the 11,770 births 2,862 were registered during the first quarter, 3,149 in the 
second, 2,980 in the third, and 2,779 in the fourth. 


DEATHS. —The number of deaths appertaining to the Dublin Registration 
Area during the year 1926 was 6,409, equivalent to 15-3 per 1,000 of the population 
of the Area. The average death-rate for the 10 years, 1916-25 was 18-3 per 1,000. 
Thus the rate for last year is 3-0 per 1,000 below the average. , 

The total number of deaths registered during the year, namely, 7,134 (3,578 
males and 3,556 females), including the deaths of 725 persons admitted to institutions 
from localities outside the Area, is equal to 17-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 
The average rate for all the deaths registered during the preceding 10 years was 19-9 
per 1,000. 

The rate for the City of Dublin was 15-8 per 1,000, and for the urban districts 13-7 
per 1,000. The rates for the several districtst range from 9-9 for Finglas and Glas- 
nevin, part of, to 20-9 for the district of South City No. 2. 

Of the 7,134 deaths in the entire Area, 1,976 were registered during the first 
quarter of the year, 1,720 in the second, 1,607 in the third, and 1,831 in the fourth, 
the weekly average being 137. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The records of last year show that the total number of deaths from the principal 
epidemic diseases appertaining to the Dublin Registration Area was 545, affording a 
rate of 1-30 per 1,000 of the population, as compared with an average of 578 
deaths and a rate of 1-41 per 1,000 for the ten years, 1916-25. (See Table 2.) 


Deaths from enteric fever numbered 9, or 8 under the average for the preceding 
10 years ; deaths from typhus, one, the average being also one ; deaths from measles, 
65, or 38 below the average ; deaths from scarlet fever, 24, or 4 above the average ; 
deaths from whooping cough, 43, or 55 below the average ; deaths from diphtheria, 65, 
or 27 above the average; deaths from influenza, 81, or 236 below the average ; 
deaths from dysentery, nil, the average being 6; deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years of age amounted to 338, being 43 above the average ; deaths 
from tuberculosis numbered 697 (pulmonary, 509, other jorms, 188), equivalent to a rate 
of 1-66 per 1,000 of the population, and were 324 (or nearly 32 per cent.) below the 
average for the preceding 10 years ; cancer caused 495 deaths, or 60 above the average, 
the rate per 1,000 of the population being 1-18; deaths from pneumonia numbered 
499 ((broncho-pneumonia, 260, lobar, 69, and pneumonia, type not distinguished, 170), 
being 209 fewer than the average, and affording an annual rate of 1-19 per 1,000 of tae 
population ; other respiratory diseases caused 710 deaths (including 567 from bron- 
chitts), or 229 below the average, the rate per 1,000 of the population being 1-69. 

Deaths caused by violence numbered 133 (including 7 due to homicide and 6 
to suicide) being 80 below the average for the 10 years preceding.

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From Table 3, page 102, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by 
the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* in the City of Dublin was 1-3 
per 1,000, and in the urban districts 0-8, the rates for the several districts varying from 
0-3 for Blackrock to 2-4 for North City No. 1 East District, the 596 deaths from all 
causes for that district including one from enteric fever, 13 from measles, 2 from 
scarlet fever, 6 from whooping cough, 7 from diphtheria, and 53 from diarrhcea and 
_ enteritis of children under 2 years. a 


AGES AT DEATH. 


Of the 6,409 deaths belonging to the Dublin Registration Area during the year, 

1,757 or 27-€ per “cent., were those of children under 5 years of age, and 1,745, or 

27-2 per cent., were those of persons 65 years and upwards, including the deaths 

_ of 789 persons aged 75 years and upwards, of whom 51 (14 males and 37 females) 
were stated to be nonagenarians. 


The rate represented by deaths of children aged one and under 5 years during 
the year 1926 was 15-3 per 1,000 of the population at that age-period, as compared 
“with an average of 21-3 for the 10 preceding years; the rate per 1,000 for deaths 
of children aged 5 and under 15 years for 1926 was 2-8, and the average for the 
preceding 10 years, 4:2; for deaths of persons between 15 and 25 years, the rate per 
1,000 in 1926 was 3-8, the average rate for the preceding ten years being 5-5 ; among 
persons aged 25 and under 45 years the death rate in 1926 was 6-1 per 1,000 of the 
population at these ages, as against an average of 8-6 per 1,000 for the preceding 
ten years ; the rate for deaths in 1926 of persons between 45 and 65 years was 25:5, 
as compared with an average of 27:9; deaths of persons aged 65 years and upwards 
in 1926 were represented by a rate of 73-7 per 1,000 ,the corresponding average 
tate for the ten preceding years being 83-3 per 1,000. 


INFANT MORTALITY. 


For the Dublin Registration Area, the infant mortality rate (deaths of infants 
under one year of age per 1,000 births) in the year 1926 was 114. In 1925 it was 
111, as compared with 113 in 1924, and 111 in 1923, and an average of 131 for the 
ten years 1916-1925. (See Table 2.) 


In 1926, the infant mortality rate for the City of Dublin was 118 per 1,000; 
for Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, 76 ; for Pembroke, 105 ; for Blackrock, 
114; and for Duin Laoghaire, 113. 


DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Of the 6,409 deaths, 2,674, or 41-7 per cent. occurred in public institutions, 
-viz., 1,858 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums, 786 in the Dublin 
union workhouse, and 30 (those of persons admitted from the Dublin Registration 
Area) in the Rathdown union workhouse. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the year 1926 the births in London were equivalent to a rate of 17-1 
per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate was 23:5 per 1,000, and in 
Edinburgh, 18-7 per 1,000. 

The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 11-6 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in 
Glasgow the death-rate was 15-1 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh 
the annual rate was 13-5 per 1,000.
